1, In the Intelligence School, School of International Communism 
and Operations School (exclusive of covert training), 134 presentations 
were conducted in a total of 38 courses. In these Schools the Registrar 
enrolled 1,876 students, 1,113 of whom were for the Intelligence pro- 
grams, 518 for Operations, and 245 for the Communism training. For 
the Language and Area School, he enrolled a total of 577 in three major 
types of instruction: area studies (113), on-duty language study (218), 
and in off-duty language training (246) . For external training at 
non-CIA facilities, the Registrar approved OTR's sponsorship, and com- 
pleted details of attendance for 538 employees at 68 institutions. 
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2. Emphasis is being placed on management and supervision training 
and as a consequence, Agency employees were selected for senior manage- 
ment programs at Harvard, and Cornell Universities, the Army management 
courses at Fort Belvoir, Virginia, and Rock Island, Illinois, as well 
as one presented by the Civil Service Commission and by Brookings 
Institution. They also attended programs at various facilities of the 
American Management Association. Twelve Agency employees are attending 
Senior Officer Defense Schools and one is presently attending the Senior 


3. Among the special programs in which one employee is enrolled 

is a full-time, six-month Space Medicine Program given by the Air Force. 
This employee is a reserve officer with the Public Health Service and 
his enrollment was made possible through the cooperation of PHS . 

4, The Registrar is now a member of the agency 

Training, which provides direct opportunity to explore other Government 
TacTTTfies available at low cost to Agency personnel. While there is 
necessarily a limit to reciprocal training agreements, he is able to 
direct increased registration of Agency personnel in courses given by 
these other Agencies. i 
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
